DEFEAT OF THE WEEKS-M'DONALD 
_STREET-RAILWAY COMBINATION. 


The House Passes the Bill Requiring Con- 
sent of a. Majority of the Property- 
Holders in Each Mile of Proposed Routes 
~—Anxiety Displayed by Country Mem- 
bers About the Baneful Influence of the 
Corporations—Consideration of Legisia- 
tion Affecting Railroads. 

Srrinerigeiy, III., March 17.—([Special.]— 
The House today passed the Meyer Street- 
Railroad bill. Mr. Meyer was absent from 
the city, but Mr. Decker called up the meas- 


ure and moved a suspénsion of the rules for 


the purpose of putting it on its passage. Mr. 
Mahoney, the friend of the Weeks-McDonald 
road, as was expected, moved to lay Mr. 
Decker’s motion on the table, but the House 
sat dowu on nim very heavily. A roll-call 
was demanded upon the motion to suspend the 
rules and it was adopted bya vote of 113 
yeas to 18 nays. Among the negative votes 
were four Chicago statesmen named Maho- 
ney, Kariowski, McElligott, and Dwyer of 
the Fifth, 

- Messrs. Mahoney and Browne of La Salle,

down West Adams street, then began their 


fight. They had changed the burden oftheir 
song completely, When the bill was last up 
they feared it would prevent the Weeks-Mc- 
Do road from competing with the 
West Division — yr and shrieked 
for competition 0 fares. To- 
day they insisted that the bill was bein

‘Chicago in order to to cutoff the building of 
new competing lines. This argument sounded 
queer, coming from the gentiemen with 
whom the attorney of the Weeks-McDonald 
road trained while he was here some time 
ago, and in the case of Browne of La Salle it 
wes received with mock applause.

ey led off in the fight and was the first to 


denounce his friends of the Weaks-McDon- 
ald corporation. He said the passage of the bill 
would prevent the construction of any more 
street railways in Chicago. Those now in 
existence wo then control the business, 

te fares, run cars to suit themselves; 
not enough cars would be run, and the public 
would suffer from the monopolies. 

Mr, Herrick showed very conclusively that 
there was no danger of a scarcity of cars or 
lines. When the people wan them they 
could get them, but this bill should pass, be- 
eause it gave the property-owners some voice 
m the matter. 

It was Mr. Browne, the Mendota states- 
man, however, who shrieked himself hoarse 

alleged injustice the bill 
to the public. From 
his home in Mende he has 
looked with deep concern after the interests 
of — people. Last week he feared the 
bill would prevent competition and would 
ruin one of the street railway lines, but to- 
day he found that all the companies in Chi- 
had formed a gigantic pool to the 
biff’and his soul revolted. He lashed him- 
self intoafury. He said the newspapers of 
Chicago favored the of the bill be- 
cause they always advocated the interests of 
monopolies. Thisexpression was ted with 
shouts of derisive applause. r. Browne, 
continuing, declared that $15,000,000 was 
represented in the street-car monopolies of 
Chicago; which wanted the bill to pass. More 
lobbyists were on the floor for it than for any 
other measure. They were in every row of 
seats buttonholing members. His whole 
speech was made up of violent assertion. 
which was intended to create the impression 
that the street-car companies were urging 
the bill, which he himself, better perhaps. 
than most members, knew was not true. 

Mr. MacMillan, in reply, intimated very 
strongly that the speech ad been suggested 
by an attorney for the Weeks-McDonald road, 
and then explained that the purpose of the 
bill was to protect the people, and not the 
monopolies. 

Mr. Merritt said that if the bill had been a 
law in New York a few years ago some dis- 
tinguished gentlemen would not now be in 
the penitentiary. If such a law had pre- 
vailed in New York Jake 8 would not 
have attempted to build a ro where the 
people did not want it, and such a law would 
protect Chicago from le Aldermen. 

After Mr. Dwyer of the Fiftn had spoken 
against the measure the roll was and 
the bill passed—yegs, 116; nays, 8. The neg- 
ative votes were cast by Browne of La Salle, 
Dwyer of the Fifth, Hunter, Karlowski, Mo-

All Honoring the Day—Opinions from the 
Irish Press. 


DUBLIN, March 17.—|Copyright, 1887, by James 


Gordon Bennett.]—Leaguers and anti-Leaguers, 
Parnellites and Orangemen alike, are honoring 
St. Patrick’s Day. It was ushered in by the 
firing of guns from the castle on the one hand 
and by this leader in the Freeman's Journal on 
the other: The prospect of having to live down 
the resolutions of Salisbury’s Government, that 
will not flinch, custs no shadow of gloom upon 
the millions of Irishmen who today celebrate 
their national festival, At the end will Inshmen 
be a whit better disposed toward the union which 
canonly be maintained through such means? 
Will they be less firmin their determination to 
shake off their fetters? Are our rulers foolish 
enough to think that after a lapse of yearsa St. 
Patrick's Da 
contented by ging its chains and meekly pas- 
sive under oppression? The very threat of coer- 
cion has braced the nerves of Irishmen like a 
tonic does, instead of dismaying and disorganiz- 
ing them. It has drawn them closer to each other 
and to their leaders who are at present waging 
the battle of representative institutions. 

Coincident with the boisterous weather we are 
now enjoying the Dublin Azpress thus blusters: 
„St. Patrick's Day opens up on as cheerless a 
prospect in the eyes of all true lovers of Ireland 
as any 17th of March since the day was first 
made a festival. The insurrections of * Young 
Ireland and the Fenian Brotherhood were not, 
as is the present agitation, inseparably mixed 
up with the land question. ‘Young Ireland’ 
actually had gentlemen for its colleagues. The 
Fenians of 1868 were somewhat inferior, buta 
few of them had, at any rate, the qualities of 
soldiers of fortune. It was reserved for the 
later development of the movement to ally itself 
with murder clubs and the mutilation of dumb 
cattle. Even in this lowest depth there is still a 
lower one—dynamite on the one hand and the 
moral yee ney, Prey an of United Ireland on the 
other. Sedition has become a thing that honest 
men shudder at and at which they hold their 
noses. Vet it is more influential with the Irish 
populace than Fenianism, and many times more 
so than * Young Ireland.“ 

LONDON, March 17.—A feature of the observ- 
ance of St. Patrick's Day in England was the ap- 
pearance of many Englishmen wearing sham- 
rocks. A sleet and snow storm stopped all the 
outdoor demonstrations in honor of the day in 
Dublin, and the trooping of the colors, usually 
one of the events of the celebration of St. Pa- 
trick's Day there, did not take place. It was 
feared that riots would ensue from the celebra- 
tion of the day at Lurgan, County Armagh, and 
200 extra policemen were added to the regular 
local force. 


The Day in London. 

LONDON, March 17.—(Copynght, 1887, by James 
Gordon Bennett.]—High winds blew in a tradi- 
tional St. Patrick's day.

Another Bond Call— Washington Briefs. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 17.—It is expected 
that a call for $10,000,000 3 per cent bonds will be 
made in a few days to mature May 1. The 
amount of these bonds now subject to call is 
20.889.850. There are $6,560,900 of past-due 3s 
still outstanding. There are also outstanding 
$9,029,250 in bonds of the 147th call, which Will 
mature April 1. The total redemptions under 
the open calls to date amount to 111,900. Ac- 
cording to present indications the entire 8 per 
cent loan will be extinguished during the present 
fiscal year ending June 20 next. The surplus as 
stated at the Treasury is now $21,000,000. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue, in re- 
ply to an official inquiry from the Commissioner 
ot Agriculture, states that the quantity of arti- 
ficial butter manufactured and removed for con- 
sumption or sale during the months of Novem-

MORE DOUBLE TAXATION. 
If Senator Beli of Peoria is not a “ sand- 
bagger himself his good nature has been 


speculator, he should know that the inevita- 
ble effect of such double taxation would 
be to afford no relief whatever to unim- 
proved lots and acre property held for a rise 
and dealt in for speculation. It would not, 
therefore, cheapen the taxes McClellan pays 
or represents one cent; but as a matter of 


} fact its effect would be to depreciate the 


value of lots and acre property in cities, 
suburbs, and villages. 

The Constitution requires all property to 
bear its proportion of taxation, and no legis- 
lative device can release real estate. It also 
provides a maximum taxation for county 
purposes. The maximum for municipal pur- 
poses is fixed by law. In both cases that 
maximum is based on valuations, and how- 
ever much revenue might be raised by 
the double taxation of business corporations 
the property, personal and real, would be 
subject to precisely the same taxation as 
now, for the legal maximum would still be 
the practical minimum. This would certainly 
be the case in Chicago and Cook County; as 
everybody knows who knows anything about 
the matter. The extra fund raised would 
simply be that much more money for the tax- 

There are, roughly speaking, 10,000 cor- 
porations doing business in this State under 
the statute, exclusive of quasi-political 
corporations like railroads, telegraph com- 
| panies, express companies, street-car lines, 
gas companies, and the like, enjoying the 
right of eminent domain and kindred privi- 
leges, and which should be taxed on their fran- 
chises. Those few corporations are clothed 
with extraordinary powers of very great 
value and should pay something for them. 
But the 10,000 private co are sim- 
ply firms doing business under the Corpo- 
ration lawof the State, which confers no 


which is oven to all. The franchise costs $5 
and any association of persons can have the 
same for the same amount of money. 
The State has invited the conduct 
of business on the corporate plan, in 
distinction from the partnership plan, and 
does it now propose to reverse that policy or 
punish by double taxation those who have 
availed themselves of it? To do so would be 
| to paralyze business, drive away millions of 
capital now actively employed in business, 
and repel others from investing their money 
in the State. Every branch of manufacture 
and of trade would suffer depression. 

All these corporations are taxed on all 
their tangible property like the property of 
private individuals. Is it proposed to fasten 
on them a second tax based on their gross re- 
ceipts and graded on the Socialistic idea of a 
graded income tax? In hundreds of cases 
this gross-receipts tax in addition to the reg- 
| ular property tax would clean out the last 
cent of profit made by such establishments, 
and more too. Does any real-estate dealer 
think tnat such policy would help the price 
of real estate or increase the demand for it 
by business associations for improvement 
purposes? If he does his head should be 
bored for the simples. 


ENFORCING THE NEW RAILROAD LAW. 


State Commerce Commissioners seems to be 
creating a feeling of mistrust which is not 
altogether unjustifiable. Itis said in some 
| quarters—the New York Journal of Commerce 
among others that the Commissioners may 
not be selected for a long time yet; that their 
administration of the law will very likely be 
of the namby-pamby order; that they will 
be overwhelmed at once with a multitude of 
difficult cases; thatthe sum set apart for 
them to work with is too small to insure 
efficiency; and that nothing of consequence 
will be accomplished under the act for sev- 
eral years.“ These predictions are precisely 
like those made when the State railroad 
commissions were created, and there seems 
to be no good reason why they should not in 
a short time be proved as groundless in the 
present instance as they were in the former. 

The President’s delay in selecting the Com- 
missioners may be only a necessary prelimi- 
nary in securing the services of first-class 
men. The act requires that no Commissioner 
at the time of his appointment shall own any 
railroad stocks or bonds, or be in the employ 
of any common carrier. Moreover, the Com- 
missioners must be ready to abandon all other 
business and devote themselves wholly to 
the work of the commission. It is quite like- 
ly that the President has selected persons 
who require some time to adjust their private 
affairs so that they may be fully eligible un- 
der the act and prepared to enter upon their 
duties immediately after their appointment. 
Some of the most competent persons sug- 
gested for service on the commission (like 
Judge Cooley, for instance) are in the em- 
. ploy of railroad companies and could not be 
expected to terminate such relations at once. 
Others own railroad stocks or bonds and 
might naturally be expected to require some 
tame to adjust their private affairs as the law 
requires. Under the circumstances the de- 
lay in appointing the Commissioners is not 
unreasonable, and itis probable the names 
will be announced soon.

Such will doubtless be the resuit in 
this country if the President selects an en- 
ergetic, impartial, and thoroughly capable 
commission. The appropriation already made 
is sufficient to last until the next session of 
Congress, and it can then be enlarged if 
necessary. All that is needed to make the 
new law a success is the appointment of Com- 
missioners of the right stamp. 


HUNTING AN ISSUE.

A TOUGH LEGISLATURE. 
California appears to have the worst yet in 
One House is Re- 
Publican and the other Democratic, and 
though there are honest men in each, their 
efforts at legislation are completely domi- 
nated by a band of mercenaries and boodlers 
acting under orders of their respective lead- 


ers, one of whom is Boss Buckley, who con- 


trols the Democratic contingent, and the 
other Boss Higgins, who controls the Repub- 
lican. The Morning Call says the two tickets 
were made up by these bosses with the view 
of making as much profit as possible out of 
the session. Bills are introduced for no other 
purpose than to stimulate the interests at- 
tacked to oppose them, and then they are in- 
formed how much money it will take to defeat 
them. The two bosses control enough votes 
to pass or defeat any bill introduced. A 
good measure cannot get through without 
their consent and a bad one cannot be beaten 
without their aid. It need not be added that 
this political firm divides the profits. There 
are plenty of instances where the corrupt 
boodlers of one party combine for the black- 
mailing of public interests and the robbery 
of taxpayers, but we believe this is the first 
dase where a syndicate of thieves from two 
parties has been formed for an equal division 
of plunder. And the worst of it is, there 
does not seem to be any way of escape from 
their system of robbery short of revolution 
or vigilance committees strong enough to 
overcome their schemes at the primaries. 


THE TELEPHONE MONOPOLY. 

The recent Legislature of Indiana was not 
a very creditable affair in many respects and 
its adjournment was a relief, but it may at 
least be credited with having served the in- 
terests of that State by refusing to repeal 
the law limiting telephone rates to $8 a 
month, the courts having declared the law to 
be constitutional. In Indianapolis, as in 
most other cities, the people were taxed by 
the telephone companies to pay rates that 
would yield profits, not on the actual values, 


but upon millions of watered stock. The | 


very company in that city which whined that 
it could not do a profitable business on the 
rate was trying to make the people pay 
dividends on $10,000,000 of stock, of which the 
Boston Bell Company, the parent glutton, 
held $3,000,000. 

The difference between service on watered 
and unwatered stock is illustrated by figures 
quoted by the New York Tunes in the cases 
of the companies in Providence and Boston. 
In the former city 2,007 subscribers are 
seryed by @ company whose stock is only 
$250,000, and the stock earns 20 per cent a 
year. In Boston 2,204 subscribers are served 


‘Providence. The cost of the Boston ex- 


change was $129,550, but when it went into 
the New England combination it was capital- 
ized at $3,895,300, the people of Boston 
have been to pay rates that have 
yielded 100 per ¢ the net cost. 

Our own has thus far done noth- 
ing to relieve the people of Illinois from the 
greedy squeeze of the Bell money-gluttons. 
Two-thirds of the Chicago telephone stock is 
owned by the Boston Bell Company, which 


charges a royalty of $14 a year on instru- 


ments costing less than $8.50. It is already 
moving to force the Providence company to 
increase its stock. How long will it be before 
it makes a similar move here and compels 
subscribers to pay increased rates, so that 
higher dividends may be paid upon a stock of 
half a million which already earns 80 per 
cent? It is time that the Legislature 
came to the relief of the people and cut off 
the chance that the Boston octopus may get 
them into its deadly squeeze. 


EQUALIZATION BY COUNTIES. 
Senator Bell’s proposition to give the State 
Board of Equalization a leeway of 5 in- 


stead of 1 per cent in changing the aggre- 


gate valuations of the State is a decided im- 
provement upon the present law, but it only 
goes about one-third as far as it should. 
Fifteen per cent would be none too much. 
The principle upon which it rests is sound, 
and radically different. from the one now in 
vogue. The theory of the ,revenue law now 
is that the grand total as sent down by the 
County Boards must not be changed, except 
to accommodate fractions, while Senator 
Bell’s theory is that it may be, only the 
change allowed is so slight that it would de- 
feat its own end. : 

When the State Board comes to go over the 
ground of local assessments county by coun- 
ty it may possibly tind now and then a case 
of overvaluation, but such cases will always 
be few and far between. Practically there 
are two classes of counties—first, those 
which are about richt as they stand; and, 
second, those which are too low. Last sum- 
mer the increase deemed just in the second 
class of counties amounted to little over fifty 
millions. Having apportioned this increase 
upon a presumably equitable basis it had to 
goto work and decrease the valuations in 
the counties of the first class, which were 
about right, as an offset. The law thus com- 
pels the board to supplement ite justice by 
an injustice of substantially the same magni- 
tude. This is the distinctive idiocy of the 
present revenue system. Now thata begin- 
ning has been made in doing away with it 
the subject should not be dropped until a 
sensible amendment—one broad enough to 
meet the actual demands of the case—has 


been agreed upon. 


Tus House at Springfield yesterday passed 
the street-car bill restoring the rights of 
property-owners to prevent their streets from 
being gobbied up by street-car companies 
without their consent. The bill requires the 
assent of a majority of the frontage on each 
consecutive mile of the street proposed to be 
occupied, which was formerly the law; but a 
decision of the Appellate Court last fall 
stripped the property-owners of this self- 
protective right. The bill, therefore; only re- 
stores the rights which they formerly en- 
joyed. It passed with the emergency clause 
by a vote of yeas 106, nays 6, and when con- 
curred in by the Senate and signed by tke 
Governor will go into force right off, and 
stop the grabbing of streets in defiance ot the 
rights and consent of the lot-owners. 

It was curious to note the effort made by 
J. P. Mahoney of the Fifth Cook County Dis- 
trict, aided and abetted by Browne of Men- 
dota, to defeat this righteous, self-defensive 
bill. Among other false and foolish things 


’Mahoney asserted that ite passage would 


mean no more street railways in Chicago, 
and that it would create a great monopoly.“ 
He begged the House not to pass it. Now, as 
a matter of fact, the object and effect of the 
bill are to prevent monopoly—to prevent the 
tram-car companies from monopolizing all 
the streets in the city in dgfiance of the 
people. The reason Mahoney gave for his 


opposition is the best Irish bull offered to the 


House this session, and it was no wonder 
that his objections were received with roars 
of laughter. Just what Browne of Mendota 
meant by saying that “the bill was a gigan- 
tic scheme of certain corporations to create 
a monopoly, nobody could understand. The 
“certain corporations are composed of fifty 
or sixty thousand owners of property on the 
various streets of the city who desire to have 
their corisent obtained before the City Council 
shall vote the use of their streets to tram- 
car companies, and, where streets are already 
occupied, to give the privilege of laying 
other tracks and occupying the entire road- 
way from sidewalk to sidewalk with horse 
and cable car tracks to the exclusion of all 
private travel. It is against this aggression 
the citizens have appealed to the Legislature 
for protection, and for so doing thése two 


-attorneys of the street-grabbers denounce 


them as monopolists! 

Browne is also reported as saying “ that 
there never was atime when the press of 
Chicago was not found supporting corpora- 
tion monopolies.” Well, in this case at least, 
the press of Chicago was found fighting the 
corporation monopolies while its slanderer 
was doing his little best for them—whether 
for boodle or some other valuable considera- 
tion he best knows. He cannot claim to have 
represented his constituents in his course, as 
they are not on the side of horse-car monopo- 
lists against the property-owners of Chicago.
